nole Indians of the lighthouhe at Cape 
Florida, the government took precau- 
tionary measures and sent a small 
squad of men to protect the lighthouse 
at Cape Canaveral and Capt. Wilson 
went in charge of them 
On the dis- 


continuance of this duty he resigned 
and became assistant to the late Capt. 
Mills O. Burnham. a friend of the late 
Admiral George Dewey, and on March 
30, 1856, he was married to the Cap- 
tain's eldest daughter, Frances Au- 
gusta, at St Augustine, as shown by 
the records of the Episcopal church 
at that place. Thus in March, 1916, 
they celebrated the sixtieth aniveraary 
of their wedding. 


At the outbreak of the Civil war, 


Capt Wilson enlisted in the Confeder- 
ate army in Gainesville, and was later 
sent to Tallahassee and from there 
to Virginia, serving nearly four years, 
and coming home on a furlough Just 
before peace was declared.

cost of overy citizen of Florida of the 
administration of the state board of 
health and this cost is diminishing 
rather than increasing as tire popu 
lotion grows and the available health 
fund remains almost stationary. The 
variation from the dime has been in 
fractions of one cent. 


It is a fact that tbe taxpayers have 


contributed more than the per capi- 
ta dime, but. the dime is what has boon 
spent for the legitimate purpose oC 
health protection, for which the board 
was created; and the board has beon 
perfectly honest all the way through, 
merely obeyed orders. The difference 
between the tax collections in 
the 


state for health purposes, and 
the 


totals actually spent for such pur- 
poses, and it amounts from a quarter 
to a third 'of the collections, is paid 
for hpK cholera scrum and its dis- 
tribution free of cost to the farmers 
of the state. 
The expense has run 


as high as $30,000 in some years, 
for the medicine is ten times as cost- 
ly as 14-year old whisky bottled 
in 


bond under the seal of the United 
States government. 


More money is paid from the health 


fund for glandcred animals, which 
have been killed when the disease is 
discovered and the owners are recom- 
pensed to the extent of not more than 
$75.00 for each animal killed for this 
reason.

Trees infested with scale insects 


and containing dead wood that harbors 
the fungus are especially liable to have 
their fruits attacked by stem end rot.

Spray for Scale Insects 


It is known that the presence of 


scale insects favors the development 
of the disease. 
While they cannot 


directly cause the disease, they seem 
to induce a condition in the 
fruit 


whereby the rot may develop if spores 
of the fungus and warm humid con- 
ditions are present. Stem end rot de- 
velops more freely on fruits having a 
number of scale 
insects 
clustered 


about the stem end- or under tho 
calyx. 
They seem to weaken 
the 


fruit or form wounds through which 
the fungus enters and later causes the 
fruit to decay and drop.

whenever favorable conditions 


for its development occur. 
It often 


causes considerable loss of fruits after 
they are packed, and during shipmen1 


and storage. It is a decay of the fruii 
which begins- at the stem end and 
finally involves the whole fruit, 
fruits attacked by the disease 
worthless. 
A severe dropping 
of 


fruits is usually the first indication of, 
the disease. These drops appear yel 
lowish at the stem end and may be 
somewhat softened at that point. In 
a few days, a small, brown or coffee- 
colored spot develops around the stem 
end and this gradually enlarges until 
the entire fruit is rotted. 
Infection 


takes place sometime before the fruits 
drop. Where the disease is severe in 
trees, fruits are frequently picked that 
appear to be perfectly sound 
which 


later develop the decay during ship- 
ment or in storage. 


Cause 


Stem end rot is caused by a fungus 


known as Phomopsis citri. This same 
fungus causes melanosc, which is a 
form of marking on the tender cit- 
rus foliage and fruits before they ma- 
ture. 
This fungus is found In 
the 


small dead twigs and other dead wood 
present in the citrus tree. 
It 
is 


Ikely to be found abundantly In groves 
where there is much melanose, or In 
:rees that contain much dead wood. 
Under certain conditions considerable 
injury from stem end rot may occur 
n such groves. A few precautions if 
taken early enough can prevent. In

It is important to kill the scale 


that cluster around the stem end o 
the fruit and 
particular 
attention 


should be given to cover thorough! 
the fruit with the spray. This spray 
ing may have to be repeated once 0 
twice, according to the amount 
scale insects present. The chief ob 
ject should be to keep the fruit 
a 


free as possible from scale Insects un 
til the picking season. 


Prune Out Dead Wood 


Since the fungus which causes th' 


disease lives in the dead twigs am 
branches of the citrus tree, deacl woo< 
is a condition favoring the develop 
ment of stem end rot. The fungUF 
is widely distributed throughout 
th 


citrus section and may be found 
in 


dead wood in practically any 
citrus 


tree. The fungus lives over from one 
season to the next in it, and is always 
present to cause trouble whenever 
suitable conditions occur, as far as 
possible all dead wood, small twigs as 
well as large branches, should be re 
moved from the trees. By pruning out 
the dead wood each year the trees may 
be kept reasonably free from it. This 
will go a long way in preventing ex 
cessive loss from the disease. 
Al 


prunings removed 
from 
the 
tree 


should be burned to completely des- 
troy the fungus. In pruning out the 
dead wood, it is advisable to cut well 
back into healthy wood, making clean 
smooth cuts, without leaving any long 
projecting stubs that will die and be- 
come reinfected 
with 
the 
fungus. 


Where large cut surfaces are made, 
these should be painted over with an 
antiseptic such as Avenarius carbolln- 
um, pine tar, liquid grafting wax, or 
good white lead paint.

What is good health worth? 
Is it worth ten cents a year, or 


even eleven, to every man, woman 
'and child, white or black, in Florida 
to be assured that yellow fever has 
been banished from the state, that an 
active campaign in constant touch 
with the advance of medical science, 
is watching for every sign of ap- 
proaching disease ready to ward It 
off and stop it before it reaches Flor- 
ida's shore or border? 


Yes, it is worth the expense to be 


able to go about your business undis- 
turbed by the anxieties that used to 
beset 
Floridians twenty years aeo 


from the fear that an epidemic of hid- 
eous disease might sweep the stata 
any summer, knowing that 
these 


things are being watched for you by 
men who are always "on the job". 


Is it worth a dime a year to 
bej 


protected by ample warning and 'by! 
free vaccine from smallpox? 
Is it 


worth the price to be able to pro-! 
cure at a large discount from ordi- 
nary cost, antityphoid serum, 
anti- 


malarial serum and all the antitoxins 
that have boon discovered and proved 
efficacious, or have them handed to 
you free of cost if you haven't the 
price? 


Everything that can possibly be 


measured in dollars and cents, and 
some things that can't, are valued 
by that standard. 
Even human life 


has its cash value in the courts, but 
that value is not its worth to 
the 


possessor, merely an estimate of its 
worth to his relatives after 
tin1 


owner has parted with it. For year:; 
the dime has approximately been the 
cost of overy citizen of Florida of the 
administration of the state board of 
health and this cost is diminishing 
rather than increasing as tire popu- 
lation grows and the available health 
fund remains almost stationary. The 
variation from the dime has been in 
fractions of one cent. 


It is a fact that tbe taxpayers have 


contributed more than tho per capi 
ta dime, but the dimo is what has boon 
spent for the legitimate purpose of 
health protection, for which the board 
was created; and tho board lias boon 
perfectly honest all the way through, 
merely obeyed orders. The difference 
between the tax collections In 
the 


state for health purposes, and 
the 


totals actually spent for such pur- 
poses, and it amounts from a quarter 
to a third 'of the collections, is paid 
for hps cholera scrum and its dis- 
tribution free of cost to the farmeri 
of the state. 
The expense has run 


as high as $30,000 in some years, 
for the medicine is ten times as i 
ly as 14-year old whisky bottled in 
bond under the seal of the United 
States government. 


More money is paid from the health 


fund for glandered animals, which

have been killed when the disease is 
discovered and the owners arc recom- 
pensed to the extent of not more than 
$75.00 for each animal killed for this 
reason. 
And there are other 
and 


smaller expenses that have to be paid 
from the health fund, and it is atl 
paid by the direction of a state leg- 
islature that met some years ago, and 
this Imposition on the people 
of 


Florida and on the health board has 
been continued by the silence or fail- 
ure of subsequent 
legislatures 
to 


amend the order. 


Of course, these expenses may bo 


legitimate charges on the taxpayers 
but they have no more to do with 


•ho conservation of human health in 
Florida than a serum-cured hog has 
to do with a moving picture mati- 
nee. While the average taxpayer has 
been firm in !!ie belief that all his 
iiaii-iuill U- for health purposes has 
been going for the protection of his 
home and wife and children, he has 
really been paying for other men's 
dead horses and medicine for other 
men's sick hogs.

charges in some other states 
for 


health conservation, Florida's dime 
is large. The fact confirms the claim 
and the compliment that Florida plac- 
-•* a higher value on public health 
than some other states. 
Probably 


Florida heads the list of 48 states in 
its standards and methods for the 
education of Its people. It is among 
the first in its distribution of preven- 
tive medicines to the population of 
the state, and more than this, from 
its geographical situation Florida is 
the natural gateway for the entrance 
of rontagious diseases from tho pest- 
latlon states of the Caribbean and the

early fall when the fruit is ap 


preaching maturity. Attacks ot th 
disease continue throughout the sea 
son. whenever favorable condition 
for its development occur. 
It ofte 


causes considerable loss ot fruits afte 
they arc packed, and during shipmen 
and storage. It is a decay of the frui 
which begins- at the stem end am 
'inally involves the whole fruit. 
Al 


fruits attacked by the disease 
ar 


worthless. 
A severe dropping 


'ruits is usually the first indication o 
the disease. These drops appear yel 
lowish at the stem end and may be 
somewhat softened at that point. In 
a few days, a small, brown or coffee 
colored spot develops around the stem 
end and this gradually enlarges unti 
the entire fruit is rotted. Infection 
takes place sometime before the fruits 
drop. Where the disease is severe In 
trees, fruits are frequently picked that 
appear to be perfectly sound which 
later develop the decay during ship- 
ment or in storage. 


Cause 


Stem end rot is caused by a fungus 


known as Phomopsis citri. This same 
fungus caufees melanosc, which is a 
form of marking on the tender 
cit- 


rus foliage and fruits before they ma 
ture. 
This fungus is found In 
the 


small dead twigs and other dead wood 
present in the citrus tree. 
It 
is 


Ikely to be found abundantly In groves 
where there is much melanose, or in 
rees that contain much dead wood. 
Under certain conditions considerable 
njury from stem end rot may occur 
n such groves. A few precautions if 
taken early enough can prevent, in

Prune Out Dead Wood 


Since the fungus which causes th 


disease lives in the dead twigs _ an 
branches of the citrus tree, dead woo 
is a condition favoring the dovelo 
ment of stem end rot. The fungu 
is widely distributed throughout th 
citrus section and may be found 
i 


dead wood in practically any 
cltru 


tree. The fungus lives over from on 
season to the next in it, and is alway 
present to cause trouble whcneve 
suitable conditions occur, as far a 
possible all dead wood, small twigs 
well as large branches, should he re 
moved from the trees. By pruning ou 
the dead wood each year the trees ma; 
be kept reasonably free from it. Thl 
will go a long way in preventing ex 
cessive loss from the disease.

should be burned to completely des 
troy the fungus. In pruning out the 
dead wood, it is advisable to cut wel 
back into healthy wood, making clean 
smooth cuts, without leaving any long 
projecting stubs that will die and be 
come reinfected 
with

fungus 


Where large cut surfaces are made 
these should be painted over with an 
antiseptic such as Avenarius carbolin 
urn. pine tar, liquid grafting wax, or 
good white lead paint.

Uncfa Sam's Plant at Cristobal Is tha 


Fastest In the World. 


Tbe goo.l work nf the Cristobal coal 


loading p!::nt at the isthmus of Pana- 
ma Is the subject of a report receiv- 
ed at the war department from one 
of Its' boards, whose conclusions are 
that the plant fully meets tbe plans of 
the engineers and is probably the most 
cQicieiit loading plant In tbe world. It 
was found that the minimum perform- 
ance during the tost was 1,930 tons an 
hour and the maximum 2,480 tons. Tho 
minimum occurred irJieu one of the 
four diggers wus temporarily out of 
commission, due to u defective bucket. 


At 2.-100 tons an hour the plant fur 


exceeds the work of any other known 
plant for loading steamships or even 
of railroad loading plants. The canal 
collier Ulysses wus loaded at the rate 
of If,SO tons un hour, and 12.000 tons 
were put on licr in eight hours. Mer- 
chant, ships cannot be loaded at this 
rapid rate, as their hatches arc too 
small and their bunkers are not ar- 
niiijfed to admit of such work. This 
is a feature in shipbuilding that Is be- 
ing carefullj' taken care of nowadays 
in constructing ships that lire to pass 
through the cnnul.
